Our Vision & Mission 


Cascadian Action will do everything in its power to support the presence of new Cascadian 
grassroots organizations which may arise in our local cultural, scholastic, governmental, and 
political institutions. It is imperative to support all Cascadian independence organizations, 
whether they be electoral or revolutionary, so long as they adhere to the principled positions of 
Cascadian patriotism, commitment to the further development of our agriculture & industrial 
sectors lead by local communities, opposition to neoliberalism in all of its forms, and a staunch 
commitment to the protection of our environment. 


The construction of a free Cascadia can not involve compromise on these fundamental values. 
The construction of Cascadia must be completely contingent on a principled vision for our 
future, if we are to have any future at all. A lack of political idealism, and the growth of 
pragmatist politics which adheres to nothing except current convenience, has been responsible 
for many of the ailments we suffer from today, both here at home & globally. To uphold our 
ideals, Cascadian Action promotes the development of the physical health, moral integrity, & 
emotional maturity of all members, that they may be as upright as possible for the political 
defense of the integrity & self-government of Cascadia. 


Cascadia: A Legacy In Words 


From the inception of Cascadia, during the times of Fort Astoria (referred to as the Empire of 
Astoria by many contemporaries of its time), our region was always recognized as something 
distant from the United States, in and of itself as a distinct entity. As stated by Thomas 
Jefferson, Astoria was ‘employing the rights of self-government’, which ought to have ‘spread 
themselves through the whole length of that coast’, unconnected governmentally from the 
United States of America. It was to be a free, independent, self-governing nation. John Quincy 
Adams, James Monroe and Thomas H. Benton all held the exact same conviction. Throughout 
the 1840s, figures such as John McLoughlin took steps to begin to declare the Pacific 
North-West as an independent country. Even after the end of the Provisional Government of 
Oregon during this period, a faction of citizens led by the fur trapper Osborne Russel still 
continued in their advocacy for an independent Pacific North-West, opposing its incorporation 
into the United States. 


Throughout the 1860s, the notion of a free “Pacific Republic” was still very much on the table. 
Near the end of the civil war, the suffragette Adella M Parker expressed that Cascadia following 
the culture of the eastern states of the US would be “as false and fatal as that America should 
obey the standards of Europe.” In that instance, Parker made a call for the construction of a 
Cascadian cultural ideal, for the development of our own virtues and our own self-determination. 


Parker called for a new vision, a Cascadia with “a distinct personality’, "new ideals” and justified 
by its future generations to come. 


Cascadian independence advocate, Colonel E. Hofer, a well known newspaper & magazine 
publisher in the first half of the 20th century in Oregon, was the first to raise the important 


question of what Cascadia was to do with its identity going into the future. Cascadian identity 
was in a very challenging place during this time period. Were we to follow under the shadows of 
Europe and the United States, or could we finally become capable of “exhibiting a healthy 
Western individuality” through our own self-development? Desires for a free Pacific North-West 
began to express themselves in the emergence of the notion of a “Free State of Jefferson” 
during the 1850s, becoming most influential during the 1930s-1940s, with many popular acts of 
protest against the United States’ rule within the region becoming frequent, such as blocking off 
access to bridges. 


Notable figures such as Harold Merriam commented that Cascadia was, in his time, vibrant and 
productive spiritually, industrially, and agriculturally in its own way, but that our ingenuity 
regarding key important cultural features such as literature and art had began to become 
absorbed into the typical and generic expressions of the rest of the western world. Merriam 
called for us to begin to water the soil for the growth of our own cultural institutions, and to 
cease our reliance on foreign entities for support in fostering our own cultural development. 
Merriam’s writings were a wakeup call for the Pacific Northwest to revive its culture and resist 
consumption, and the Pacific North-West answered back loudly. During the 1960s, the division 
and animosity between Cascadia and the Eastern states had risen to a very high degree. One 
notable author, Vardis Fisher, denounced the eastern states of the US in 1966 as ant-swarms, 
robotic and soulless, with nothing but an empty culture, devoid of color. 


The geologist, Bates McKee in 1972, was the first man to title the Pacific North-West as 
“Cascadia”. David McCloskey described Cascadia as a bioregion, considering sociocultural 
unity within the region & the “natural integrity” to be what makes Cascadia unique. However, 
unlike the bioregionalists of today, McCloskey pointed out the truth that to be “Cascadian" was 
not something which can simply be confined to either political or geographic definitions, but it is 
instead correct to view it as a unique cultural and ideological self-identity. 


Within the context of this history, Cascadian Action was founded in December of 2023, during a 
period of extreme voter dissatisfaction and general inactivity on part of the Cascadian 
independence movement, which had been co-opted by stagnant ecosocialists & bioregionalists 
for years. Heeding the words of those who came before, Cascadian Action continues in their 
tradition, seeking to rejuvenate the Cascadian ideal and all of the implications which are 
integrated into the fiber of its being. We recognize the need not only to free ourselves from the 
institutional clutches of the present government, but to break the cultural shackles that bind us 
to it in turn as well. It should be noted that it was not an imperialist army which forced Oregon 
into the United States, but rather a cowardly George Abernethy, a citizen of Oregon himself, 
who set us on the road we find ourselves on today. The first and foremost struggle is within our 
own region. To rejuvenate our culture means to solidify it as Cascadian, not as Canadian or 
Yankee. For the first struggle, our sociocultural institutional settings must instill dedication to the 
development and construction of the Cascadian ideal, as well as familial love among all 
Cascadians. This task must be ingrained politically, as well as socially by the citizenry, for which 
many Cascadian activist organizations ought to band together. The second struggle we face is 
for our own self-governance by repelling foreign rule. 


The Procedure of Cascadian Action 


The ideal of Cascadian Action is to organize all Cascadians with the intended goal of protecting 
and expanding the scope of Cascadian independence & Cascadian values. Cascadian Action 
grows primarily through personal contacts. In other words, our organization grows almost solely 
through contact between members and those who wish to join. To maintain activity, every 
chapter must gather twice per month with the intent of posting flyers publicly for the organization 
to promote new interest in the organization, as well as to aid the poor & homeless through 
distributive means. This method of consistent activity & internally-reinforced growth is the most 
secure method by which to maintain the expansion of activities. Our procedural plan for 
long-term growth is eightfold: 


1. Personal contact: As stated above, our primary method of growth is personal contact. This 
means that we aim for members to voluntarily grow the organization through relationships with 
family & friends, regardless of their political affiliations. 


2. Support from micro-small-medium private business: Cascadian Action seeks financial and 
promotional support from our local micro-small-medium (MSM) firms to be able to ensure 
extensive outreach across the entire community. 


3. The foundation of worker cooperatives: With the help of capital gained from the support of 
local MSMs, we hope to forward money towards the foundation of worker cooperatives to be 
able to independently generate capital through productive means, which can then be forwarded 
to other activities, such as support for the development of local cultural institutions & artists. 


4. Support for cultural development: Cascadian Action hopes to use capital to support local 
dynamic and visionary artists, fund youth programs, organize physical activities, and spread 
awareness about the history of Cascadia. 


5. The tripartition of Cascadian Action into a labor wing, militant wing, and political wing: 


i. The labor wing: Once a satisfactory number of micro-small-medium firms have lended their 
support to our vision, and enough cooperative workplaces have been founded, Cascadian 
Action plans to begin the foundation of a “Cascadian Workers’ Union” which will bring significant 
power to local workplaces and give Cascadian independence advocates a stake in the 
legislation of labor policies in the region. As a revolutionary union, a primary function of the 
future labor wing will be to organize and participate in labor strikes in opposition to policies of 
the local, regional, & national government or corporations. 


ii. The militant wing: Cascadian Action’s primary membership body will transition into a 
Cascadian volunteer organization which will be involved in organizing aid to working-class 
families, the poor & the homeless, disaster relief, debris clearance, marksmanship as well as 
advocating for group sessions of physical fitness training for all members. 


iii. The political wing: A future “Cascadian People’s Party” will seek to pass local legislation 
which aligns with our platform & vision, and counter proposals in the government which hurt 
Cascadian interests. Once a large minority, or plurality is reached in the state legislative 
assemblies, the Party must initiate political walkouts to halt the government in their tracks. 


6. Electoral reform: There ought to be extensive attempts to drive institutional change within our 
systems through extensive anticorruption investigations in regard to government officials and 
employees who exhibit high partisanship. We are unwilling to compromise on our central 
dogma; to save the original American ideals. We must not succumb to the democratic 
moderation seen elsewhere in worldwide democratic movements. If our systems prove unable 
to be reformed satisfactorily, then collective action will take its place. 


7. Collective action: Our most effective means of collective action to create political change will 
be labor-driven work stoppages, which will force political change dramatically. Through the 
power of the producer alone we will build a base influential enough to exercise our constitutional 
authority to the fullest extent: the authority to bring a grinding halt to big business & the hand of 
foreign interest in our economy. 


8. Independence: The achievement of independence can only occur after the population of 
Cascadia mobilizes in its own interests against the neoliberal rule in our country, the struggle of 
our middle & working classes against the elite, and the cultivation of Cascadian cultural 
institutions to continue the tradition of true Americanism, fostering a strong and dynamic culture 
here at home. The paths available for a future independent Cascadia are many, and it is best to 
not overlook any of them. Whichever way the future goes, our movement must be ready for a 
long struggle. The goal of a sustainable, independent Cascadia will only come to fruition through 
our growth into a mass movement. At the acquisition of political power, the Cascadian people 
will be able to abolish the Washington regime’s plutocratic regime and transform Cascadia into 
the shining gem of the West as it was meant to be. 


The Cascadian Spirit of Tomorrow 


A future Cascadia will not see any facet of productive life untouched by the visionary 
producerism of a family of patriotic Cascadian organizations: Throughout our 
micro-small-medium enterprises, our worker cooperatives, our state defense forces, our labor 
unions, our agriculture, our industry, nothing ought to be left without a helping hand from 
grassroots organizations led exclusively by our own Cascadian producers. 


We dream of a future Cascadian working & middle class which is patriotic, principled, and 
devoted to the independence of our region. Our producers are to become a synthesis of the 
soldier and the laborer. Labor simultaneously ought to be seen as the front lines of the struggle 
for the wellbeing of our communities, while the life of the militiaman— structure, discipline, virtue, 
vigor— ought to become the drive which motivates labor. We refuse to accept the imposition of a 
culture that fosters a passive and servile labor force which the government of today has been so 


adamant is the greatest way to secure a better future. The cowardly neoliberal politicians of 
today view all struggle as negative and regressive. Due to this, these modern politicians push 
for materialist sensationalism while restricting the people’s ability to resist this encroachment 
through shrinking unions, crippling bargaining power, and considering all public life a means to 
an end, with the end being endless consumption atop endless consumption. 


Cascadian Action refuses to endorse this baseless rejection of struggle, which has yearned to 
bring about a “popular pacifism” and revoke the character of life through which man has lived for 
more than sixty centuries in organized civilization, apart from which civilization would have never 
developed. To reject struggle is to reject political progress entirely. Our modern intellectuals 
understand political and labor struggle no better than they understand labor itself. To most 
contemporary leftist influential intellectuals, it is virtuous to liberate yourself from labor and to 
enter into the realm of pure intellectualism, beyond practicality, and as such, labor is viewed as 
unimportant and lesser, and the understanding of labor as a virtue is denigrated and 

disparaged, with a radically pacifistic and servile hyperindividualism replacing the position where 
the virtue of labor was once held. To Cascadian Action, the producer within his union is akin to a 
soldier within his battalion, as honor & sacrifice are his highest concerns.
